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Study: Give workers say in management 


Connaghan 
. German example 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Chuck Ccmnaghan, vice- 
pmidenl of the University of 
British Columbia, has recotn- 
mended sweeping changes in 
labor-management relations 
along the' line of a system that 
lifted West Germany from in¬ 
dustrial ruin to economic sta¬ 
bility. 

C<xinaghan, after extensive 
studies in West Germany last 
summer, had proposed that 
labor and management co¬ 


operate for the well-being of 
Canada. 

His report to the federal 
labor department suggests 
that workers have a say in 
management and that labor- 
management negoUatkms be 
based on eoanomlo facts. 

Connaghan’s repeat was re¬ 
leased Monday after being 
presented to Tom Eberlee, 
deputy federal labor minister. 

Oonnaghan noted that Ger¬ 
many’s trade unions were dis¬ 


solved by Hitler in 1933 and 
were not permitted to function 
again until 1945. 

Labor and maiiagement to¬ 
gether rebuilt the shattered 
economy of West Germany, 
and because of labor's power 
to intervene in industrial 
management and the sophis¬ 
tication of the system, the 
country had one of the most 
successful and stable econo¬ 
mies in the world, he said.' 

In 1975, the gross national 


product of West Germany 
rose by .4 per cent while those 
of most western countries de¬ 
clined. 

Connaghan, who was pres¬ 
ident of the Construction 
Labor Relations Association 
of B.C. before taking his post 
at the university, said the 
West German success was 
achieved because the unions 
were treated as part of the in¬ 
dustrial ma(^ins. 

His most far-reaching pro¬ 


posal is that the federal gov¬ 
ernment study the West Ger¬ 
man concept of works coun¬ 
cils and possibly experiment 
with them In the public ser¬ 
vice or selected crown cor^ 
porations. 

In noting that the works 
council gave employees a 
chance to participate in the 
management of the compa¬ 
nies, he says: 

•Tt has been argued that co¬ 
determination has given the 


average German worker a 
ck)se identity with his place of 
employment and associates 
him directly with the respon- 
aUahty for everything that af¬ 
fects Mm and his employer. 

“The individual is au'are 
that no important decision 
can be made that affects him 
and his work place, unless he 
himself or his representative 
has had an equal Noice in 
those decisions and shares re¬ 
sponsibility for them. 


“In turn this leads to a de¬ 
gree of knowledge and under¬ 
standing of the economic dev¬ 
elopments affecting his work 
place." 

He says the works couhcils 
have control equal to manage¬ 
ment in such matters as set¬ 
ting rates of pay. starting and 
finishing ' times, vacation, 
health and safety regulat1on5 
and bonus pay rates.

The Penthouse was closed 
down late last year after Ce¬ 
lebrity Enterprisea Ltd., and 
six persons were charged with 
conspiring to live off the 
avails of jirostitution. conspir¬ 
ing to corrupt public morals 
and keeping a commem bawdy 
house.

Speaking in tlw budget de¬ 
bate Monday night. ICBC 
president Pat McGeer told the 
house he was happy the in¬ 
surance corporatiem was back 
on track and had "the other 


day been able to loan some 
money to the government.” 

Questioned outside the 
house, McGeer was at first 
reluctant to say how much 
money ICBC had lent to the 
government. After being 
pressed, he admitted it was 
the $181 million received as 
an outri^t grant only a few 
days before. 

The 10 per cent interest

BEIRUT (UPI) — Leftist leader Kama] Jum¬ 
blatl, his strongholds encircled by Syi’ian forces, 
appealed to Arab states Monday for urgent political 
intervention to stop what he charged was a new 
Syrian invasion of Lebanon. « 


In Damascus. Syrian Pres¬ 
ident Hfifez Assad .warned 
Syria’s leftist and Palestinian 
critics in Lebanon against op¬ 
posing “our pMicy to achieve 
peace.” 

He told a youth rally Syria's 
aim was to enforce a perma¬ 
nent truce, adding the “goals 
of those who insist on fighting 
are not worth sacrificing a 
chicken for.” 

Jumblatt, who with other 
Lebanese leftist leaders 
agreed earlier to extend a 
tenuous truce due to have ex¬ 
pired Monday, charged that 
more Syrian troops were 
crossing the border, raising 
the danger of Israeli retalia¬ 
tion. 

He appealed to the 22- 
membei>Arab League.Jor “in¬ 
tervention to stop this illegal 
Syrian incuroion.’’ 

\^'hUe Syrian armored col¬ 
umns advanced through the 
eastern Bekaa Valley, right- 
wing <leaders reported that 
President Suleiman Franileh 
would sign within the week a 
constitutional amendment 
liermittlng elections for his 
successor — the key leftist 
demand for peace. 

Jumblatt later held sepa¬ 
rate meetings w-ith Soviet Am¬ 
bassador ^adimir Soldatov 
and Palestine Liberation Or¬ 
ganization chief Yasser Ara¬ 
fat to discuss the Syrian ad¬ 
vance. pMitical sources 9'aid. 

In a statement after the 
meetings, Jumblatt said "the 
aim of the Syrian army’s in¬ 
cursion Is to hit the national¬ 
ist movement and contain the 
Palestinian resistance." 

Assad charged factions op¬ 
posing Syria’s intervention in 
Lebanon “are not revolu¬ 
tionaries but merchants of 
revolutions. 

“They are not politicians, 
but merchants of politics.” he 
said. “Tliey are not Moslems, 
because Islam Is not 
haired . .. and they are not 
Christians because Chris¬ 
tianity is sacrifice and love." 

Mortar, rocket and artillery 
duels left at least 35 persons 
dead and 53 wounded before 
battles died down at mid- 
morning. 

The death rate since the 
truce was cadled April 2 
averaged 50 per day. Total 
casualties in the yeai^long 
Mostem-Christian civil war 
topped 16.4(XI dead and 
than 32,300 wounded. 


^But Canada 
has gone’ 


BEHRUT (AP) — An anonymous Canadian 
woman, feeling abandoned by her country in the 
inferno of the Lebanese civil war, has submitted 
her case in an unsigned lettei- to the Beirut English- 
language weekly magazine Monday Morning. 

“Today, they closed my embassy,” she wrote. 
“My country is gone. My husband is gone. I have 
two children here with me. I am left with just 
Lebanon.” 

Her letter, in verse form, appeared together 
with an announcement from the Canadian Elnbassy 
that it is temporarily suspending its operations in 
Beirut. 

“Bombs fall all round. America has sent seven 
wai-ships and 2,700 marines because tliey worry ‘ 
about their citizens here. But Canada has gone." 

“Por youi- courageous support in my time of 
need I thank you, Canada, and I promise to pin a 
medal on you at your very next^Cph^riatic cocktail 
party. 

“If I’m alive.” .

That figure was disclosed 
Monday in written answers to 
written questions tabled in the 
B.C. Legislature. 


Total cost of the project to 
date is $1,468 bUIion while 
total revenues, including in¬ 
terest from ttie U.S., amount 
to $479,107,523, leaving a dif¬ 
ference of $969,318,000. 

Storage projects have cost 
$584.3 million to date, genera- 
ti(m and transformers $449.2 
miilitm. And it will cost $434.8 


million to finish the job.

'Ilae anBw«er8 were 
firom Transport and Energy 
Minister Jack Davis.

“Teachers. contrary to 
statements made by some of¬ 
ficers their own associa¬ 
tion. are not In jeopardy of 
losing their jobs now or in the 
immediate future." McGeer 
said. 'Every teacher now 
teaching will have a job in the 
classrooms next September. 


No tenders, no raise—McGeer 


VANCOUVER (CP) 
ICBC has dropped plans to 
call tenders for towing and in¬ 
stead will offer the industry a 
one-year contract at the cur¬ 
rent rate, according to Educa¬ 
tion Minister Pat McGeer. 
ICBC president. 

“We have decided to make 
this offer because a signifi¬ 
cant number of towing com- 
(>aniea throughout the prov¬ 


ince have approached the cor¬ 
poration and offered their ser^ 
Nice at the current rate,7 
McGeer said in a preiiar^ 
statement Monday. 

The epTporatton's agreement 
with the towing industry ex¬ 
pired March 31 after the ICBC 
board rejected the industry's 
request for a 12-per-cent in¬ 
crease over 1975 rates. 

Ron Baldwin, manager of 


the Automotive Retailers As- 
80 ciati<xi, which represents in-' 
dependent towing companies, 
said Monday the decision <m 
whether to accept the pro¬ 
posed contract would be left 
up to individual companies. 

Baldwin said he believed 
many companies had suc¬ 
cumbed to "a fear campaign" 
over die loss of their opera¬ 
tions. 


“The insurance corpora¬ 
tion ... i& in a position of 
forcing 'Uie situation and 
there's not much the towing 
companies can do about it,” 
,he said. 

McGeer Baud the contract 
would be sent to ail towing 
companies immediately and 
“the cerporation’s next course 
of action will be decided by 
the response." 


And, witi) the normal 10-per- 
cent attrition, so will every 
graduate seeking a job in the 
classroom." 

For the new teacher there 
would be a job cendition; 
“They ‘must’ be prepared to 
take appointments in areas erf 
the province where growth 
has or is taking place," he 
said. 

McGeer said that though 
B.C. would continue to recruit 
teachers ‘ from other parts of 
Canada, “this year^our own 
graduates will get first choice 
of teaching assignments," but 
again only if they were pre¬ 
pared to accept assignpients 
in the Interior or the north. 

On the budget itself. 
McGeer said he had found the 
education department in a sit¬ 
uation not unlike the Insur¬ 
ance Oorp. of B.C.—“the vic¬ 
tim of runaway spending. We 
are^ returning to fiscal san¬ 
ity." 


Call of wild stifled for welfare cases 


Twenty areas cm Vancouver 
Island and the Gulf Islands 
have been listed as zones 
where employable persons 
will no longer ^ able to claim 
social assistance. 

The Vancouver Island 
zones. listed as “north of the 
Malahat” and “the Victoria 
area" include most of the 
Gulf Islands and scenic spots. 

Issuing the list Monday, 
Human Resmirces Minister 


William Vander Zalm said the 
social assistance ban would 
apply only to new applicants 
moving into remote areas 
where emi^oyment evpportuni- 
ties were extremely limited. 

North 'of the Malahat. Black 
Deek, Coombes, Oowichan 
Lake. Cbrtes Island. Denman 
Island. Gabrioia Island, Hon¬ 
eymoon Bay. Hornby Island. 
Kuper Island, Lasqueti Is¬ 
land. Long Beach. Mesaohie 


Lake. Quadra Island, Sara- 
toga Beach, Strathcona, 
Thetis Island and Youbou are 
on the banned list. 

In Greater Victoria, all 
the Gulf Islands, including 
Salt Spring. Saturna, Galiano, 
Mayne and 'Pender Islands 
are on the list, plus Jordan 
River and Port Renfrew. 

In listing the 175 specific 
areas now out of bounds for 
new social assistance recipi¬ 


ents, Vander Zalm said “the 
policy is just another step in 
our kmg-range emphasis on 
employment first and social 
assistance second." 

Vander Zalm said he felt 
the new program would "tie 
in with our proposed job-find¬ 
ing and employment pro¬ 
gram" because “after all, one 
the pre-requisites of finding 
a person a job is that the per¬ 
son must be In the right place 


at the right time." 

The minister insisted that 
the program would not affect 
welfare recipients already lo¬ 
cated in the areas on the fu¬ 
ture ban list. “And we will not 
be stranding anyone who 
comes destitutennto an area." 
he said. “Emergency services 
will be provided, but the ap¬ 
plicants be directed to¬ 
wards epployment areas." 

Whne a townsite exists in 


the area mentioned on the 
list, the ban on new w^aro 
recipimts extends between 30 
and 50 miles in radius from 
the townsite. In addition 'Wast 
rural and unorganized areas 
In the province are included 
although not specifically de¬ 
signated." Vander Zalm said. 

Exemptions to the policy 
will exist in areas where sea- 
s<RiaI employment is avail¬ 
able.

Suzuki’s shows

TORONTO (CP) — David 
Suzuki, geneticist and science 
hroadcaster, says the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia has 
cancelled his sabbatical leave 
from the end of the month 
because his work with the 
CBC does not /Tall within the 
terms of reference under 
which sabbaticals are grant¬ 
ed. 

Suzuki is host o< Science 
Magazine, a weekly CBC teJe- 
Vision show, and Quirks and 
Quarks, a CBC radio show. 

The doctor said M<xiday his 
sabbatical leave was due to 
end in August, after which he 
Intended to rehim to research 
and teaching at the university 
where he has been a professor 
of zoology since 1963. 

Erich Vogt, a university 
spokesman, said in an inter¬ 
view the university is discuss¬ 
ing the sabbatical arrange¬ 
ment with Suzuki. He said 
he would not discuss details 
because It Is a personnel mat¬ 
ter tiiat has not been re¬ 
served. 

James Foulks, chairman of 
the university’s faculty griev¬ 
ance committee, said the 
committee is considering 
protesting the university's ac¬ 
tion because it is concerned 
about academic freedom. 

The university has been 
paying about 60 per cent of 
the doctor's salary during the 
sabbatical. The average sal¬ 
ary for University of British 
Coduumbia professors is about 
$30,000. 


Under his agreement with 
the CBC, Suzuki receives 
from the CBC the difference 
between his sabbatical allow¬ 
ance and what he would hav'e 
earned horn full-time teach¬ 
ing.

Monday they were heading 
for Banghazi, Libya. 

The hijackers switched to 
the DOS aircraft at Bangkok 
from a PAL short-haul BAO 
Ul jet airliner, which they 
hijacked over the southern 
PhilitHrfnes on Wednesday. 


LONDON (Reuter) -- Nine 
British nobles recommended 
Monday that a middle-aged 
man, whose mother was tech¬ 
nically a virgin whil^ he was 
in her womb, should be con¬ 
firmed as a true-born aristo¬ 
crat and keep a disputed title. 

The recommendation was 
made by the privileges com¬ 
mittee of the House of Lords 
after deliberating for six 
weeks over a dispute that had 
its origins in a sensational di¬ 
vorce case of high society in 
the 1920e. 

The full House of Lords will 
now make the ftoal decision. 

The man medically de¬ 
clared bom erf a vin^, but 
whose legitimacy was chal¬ 
lenged, is 54-year-old theatre 
impresario Geffrey Russell. 
The rival for his title was a 
man he had never met before 
the committee hearing, his 
half-brother, John Russell, a 
25-year-old accountant.. 

Geoffrey Russrtl is now an 
important step closer to being I 
confirmed as fourth Baron of 
.\mpthiU. The victory will in¬ 
volve no money prize, simply ] 
the right to be called Lord j 
Ampthill and to sit in the 
House of Lords. 

In 1922, the “Russel! baby" 
divorce case filled British 
newspapers. 

The tfair^ Baron of Ampthill 


petitioned to divorce his beau¬ 
tiful wife. Christabel. on 
grounds that the marriage 
had not been consummated 
and that Christabel was preg¬ 
nant by another man. 

Christabel denied adultery, 
but agreed that the marriage 
d not been consummated, 
^he said some “Hunni-sh 
lones" had taken place with 
her husband which resulted in 
the conception of her child. 

While she was still i)reg- 
nant, doctors declared she 
was technicaliy a virgin. 

After several hearings, a 
jury decided that Geoffrey 
was not the husband’s son and 
Geoffrey was disinherited. 


But in 1926. the House of 
Lords overturned the nJling 
and Geoffrey again became 
heir. 

The whole motter was re¬ 
newed when the third baron 
died in 1973. 

John Russell, son of the 
third baron by a later mar¬ 
riage, >'oars after the baron 
and GIhristabel had parted, 
claimed the title of fourth 
baron and the case was hand¬ 
ed to the House of Lords com¬ 
mittee last February. 


Geoffrey Russell, who the 
'comr^ttee noted was having 
his status questioned after 
being married and founding a 
family on the assumption of 
his legititnacy. told reporters 
"I am delighted by the re<'- 
ommendation. I am greatly 
relieved.” 

Christabel. the only person 
who held the ultimate key to 
ihe mystery, died in Ireland, 
aged 80. a few weHes before 
t h e committee’s hearing 
began.

There is a relatively new 
drug that is very effective. It 
is inhaled, and is NOT to be 
used during an attack, but 
only between attacks as a 
preventative. The child’s doc¬ 
tor can advise about this. 

To rejJeat for emphasis: 
form the boy’s doctor of the 
apparent high heart and 
breathing rales with the 
present medication.

Miss Cheaire was picked 
two days before Amin made a 
speech In which he claimed 
that more than a third of Ken¬ 
ya's territ(M*v actually be¬ 
longed to Uganda. Part of 
Iteny a’s angry response was 
to force ITgsmda to pay in 
fta^eign currency, not the 
weak Ugartdan shilling, for 
fuel supi>lies from Kenya re¬ 
fineries. 

This demand put Uganda in 
such a tor^gn exchange crisis 
that Amin had to admit pub¬ 
licly his country was broke. 
Some people beHeve the girl 
might have been picked up — 
because of her prominent con¬ 
nections — as some kind of 
hostage in Amin's weird diplo¬ 
macy of arrest, bluff and 
bluster. 

Ugandans tell stories of 
friends and relatives who 
were "disappeared” by 
Amin's n>en and then killed 
simply because it w«s easier 
to get rid of . them than ex- 
t)iain an erroneous arrest or 
an embarrassing incident dur¬ 
ing an interrogatkxi.

Patricia Hearst’s judge de¬ 
layed finaJ sentencing mi her 
bank robbery conviction Mon¬ 
day and or^red the heiress 
committed to a U.S. govern¬ 
ment institution for extensive 
p.sychiatric studies. 

The surprise move by Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge Oliver 
Carter prolonged the suspense 
surrounding the ultimate fate 
of the kidnap victim-tumed- 
bandit. 

"The court finds that it re¬ 
quires more detailed informa¬ 
tion before it can make a final 
determination of sentence to 
be imposed,” Carter ex¬ 
plained. 

He chose a course action 
suggested by Miss Hearst’s 
chief lawyer, F. Lee Bailey, 
who urged "a further in-depth 
medical evaluatioh of this 
case.” The examinatkxis 
might take 90 davs, and 
Carter said be would grant 
another three months, if need¬ 
ed. 

As a required formality, the 
judge temporarily imposed 
"the maximum sentence 
under law” for armed bank 


robbery and use of a firearm 
in a felony—35 years. 

However. Carter said he 
plans to reduce that penalty 
when the heiress comes be¬ 
fore him for final sentencing 
—"How much. I am not now 
prepared to say.” 

As outlined by Carter, tfie 
options include 25 years with 
the maximum sentences 
served concurrently, proba¬ 
tion with no further jail tenn, 
or anything between the two. 

Three weeks ago, a iury 
found the 22-yeaiM)M Miss 
Hearst guilty of willinely join¬ 
ing Symbionese Liberation 
Army memliers in rob¬ 
bing a Hibernia Bank branch 
in San Ftwirisco on April 15, 
1974, 10 weeks after the band 
of terrorists had kidnapped 
her. 

She w’as calm and not sur- 
pri.sed by the judge's ruling, 
ller lawyers had prepared her 
tor the possibility. 

"Patty knew in ad\’ance." 
lawyer AI Johnson said later. 
".She understood what our 
recommendation would be 
prior to going Into court. She 
consented to our proposal.”

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BNA Act 

P RIME MINISTER TRUDEAU has put before the 
provincial premiers three possible ways of mak¬ 
ing the substance of the British North America Act, 
basically Canada's constitution, a Canadian law. The 
BNA Act, as most Canadians are aware, is an act of 
the Parliament of the United Kingdom, passed in 1887 
to create the Dominion of Canada, Although it has 
been altered at Westminster down through the years at 
Canada’s request — and with unanimous agreement of 
the provinces when provincial powers have been con¬ 
cerned — it remains a British law. 

The act could be “patriated,” the prime minister 
says, listing the last resort first, by the unilateral ac¬ 
tion of the Canadian Parliament: by taking the act 
from Britain and ending the United Kingdom's right to 
legislate for Canada. 

The second way of patriating the constitution 
would be according to the terms of the so-called Vic¬ 
toria Charter. In Victoria, five years ago. at the last 
federal-provincial constitutional conference, it looked 
as if agreement finally had been reached on methods 
of amending the constitution when it became Cana¬ 
dian. 

Quebec, wanting assurances of more provincial 
and less federal authority, rejected the Victoria for¬ 
mula after some consideration. But if revived, it would 
call for unanimous provincial agreement to any 


options 

changes to the constitution until all 10 legislatures had 
approved the amending formula itself, and thereafter 
the approval of the federal government and six of the 
provinces. The six would have to include both Ontario 
and Quebec, two western provinces with at least half 
of the western population (putting British Columbia in 
a strong position) and similarly two Atlantic 
provinces. 

Mr. Trudeau’s third option would add to the second 
certain concessions sought by various premiers last 
year: possible guarantees to protect the French 
language and culture from any adverse action that 
might be taken by future parliaments; provisions to 
reducp regional disparities, and avenues for agree¬ 
ments with the federal government on provincial 
power over immigration, communications and social 
policy. 

The prime minister himself thinks patriation 
linked with the Victoria Charter amending formula 
would be “perhaps preferable,” and no doubt most o( 
the provinces would agree with him. ’The third option 
carries with it the seeds of disunity and divisiveness. 
And the first — a federal majority government un¬ 
ilaterally patriating the constitution, without consent 
of the provinces — should be unthinkable. ’That Mr. 
Trudeau would list it must cast doubt on the worth of 
any “guarantees” for the future 


The quickest way out 


H aving taken a look at Seattle's efforts to 
ease downtown traffic congestion and related 
car parking problems it is to be hoped that civic and 
regional government officials will he able, with aid 
from the province, to work out something along 
similar lines to improve conditions here. 

Seattle is pushing car pooling and it was this, 
mainly, that Alderman John Hayes, chairman of Vic¬ 
toria's traffic and transportation planning committee, 
together with city traffic engineer Derek Wild and 
Capital Regional District planner Peter Hammer, in¬ 
vestigated on a recent visit to the Puget Sound city. 

Aid. Hayes says they were provided with “tons of 
material to study " which, hopefully, won't weigh them 
under. 

There has been far too much talk with little action 
to improve driving and parking in Victoria’s core area 
where hair-tearing conditions have long existed. TTie 
semi-mailing of a section of Government Street has 
added to the frustration which undoubtedly will be in¬ 
tensified during the coming tourist season with more 
cars and buses on the downtown streets. 

The promises of a park-and-ride service by the 
previous provincial government never got off the 
drawing boards, if in fact they ever reached that point. 
And there is nothing to suggest that the present ad¬ 


ministration has anything in mind for the capital city 
where the spread of civil service' offices throughout 
the business district has added to the confusion. 

This is not to suggest that the responsibility in 
needed action is the provincial government’s alone. 
Far from it. there should be dialing of it with the 
various municipal governments and those areas of the 
southern Island under regional jurisdiction alone, 
many of whose residents are travelling to and from the 
downtown area in their daily work, a large number of 
them provincial employees. 

Aid. Hayes appreciates the need for a co-ordinated 
effort if downtown Victoria’s traffic and parking is to 
be made less chaotic: “If it's a half-hearted attempt it 
just won’t work.” 

At the same time, he is not all that certain that he 
would recommend the same kind of incentives that 
Seattle offers commuters to join car pools, the free 
use of downtown parking buildings in particular. He 
obviously is concerned with loss of revenue, but 
couldn't there be compensation for the city in a 
“sharing” plan? 

Car pooling would seem to be the quickest way out 
of the wilderness and action should be taken without 
delay to sell it before downtown Victoria becomes 
more deranged.

One suggestion: dissolution 


Has the Economic Council of 
I 'anada outlived its usefulness? 
That Is the question raised in 
my mind hy its latest report.

The thick volume does con¬ 
tain some interesting facts and 
figures. Nothing terribly new 
or startling, mind you. but a 
workman-llke compendium of 
much that was self-evident. 
When it comes todM'recom- 
mendations, however, one 
gasps In Incredulity. 

The council suggests closer 
co-ordinatioo between Canada 
Manpower centres and the 
Unemployment Insurance 
Commission — to facilitate 
policing the abuse by people 
who don’t seek the jobs 
available in their field. 

Well, hallelujah, that's a 
good idea. But It already ap¬ 
pears at least 100 times on the 
pages of Hansard — the record 
of House of Commons debates. 

The most startling recom¬ 
mendation the council made 
was the suggestion that govern¬ 
ments create socially desirable 
jobs for people on unemploj- 
ment insurance and pay them 
the difference between the un¬ 
employment insurance and the 
going rate.

Despite isolationism 

U.S. defence spending grows 


The U.S. Congress is doing 
something unusual^not cut¬ 
ting this year's American 
defence budget. For despite all 
the talk about the country's 
new mood of isolationism in 
the wake of Vietnam, a solid 
body of influential opinion now 
fears the country may be fall¬ 
ing dangerously behind the 
Soviet Union in military 
strength. 

For the coming financial 
year, President Ford requested 
a $14 billion increase in defence 
spending to $112.7 billion. The 
Senate Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee actually added another 
$698 million chiefly for new_ 
weapons development. 

In its report to the Upper 
House, the Senate committee 
pointed out that Congress has 
cut $23 billion off the defence 
budget over the last four years 
and said the time had come to 
call a halt. Illinois Democrat 
Melvin Price, chairman of the 
Hou.se committee went further 
and said the U.S. now must 
reverse the downward trend 
of defence spending.” On 
Capitol Hill, the expectation 
has been thai the president's 
proposals will pass unscathed. 

★ ★ ★ 

If they do, much of the credit 
will lie with the latest of (he an¬ 
nual "scare stories" that the 
Pentagon always circulates at 
budget time in the hope of 
frightening Congress into giv¬ 
ing it more money. This year it 
is no longer warning about 
"missite gaps” but of a new 
menace—the widening "dollar 
gap " between what the United 
States and Russia each spend 
on defence. 

In February, the CIA 
published revised estimates of 
relative spending which 
showed that while both 
countries had spent roughly 
one triUiOD dollars on defence 
since 1965. the Soviet Union has 
been spewing steadily more 
than tbe U.S. since 1971. In 1974

the gap was 33 per cent; last 
year it was 40 per cent. 

As a result, the Soviet Union 
now has more soldiers and 
hardware than the U.S. For in¬ 
stance. the Russians have 4.2 
million men under arms, the 
U.S. only 2.2 million. The 
Soviets have 40.000 tanks, the 
Americans only 9.000. There 
are 20,000 Russian artillery 
pieces, but only 6,000 
American and so on. 

In the nuclear field, the 
Soviet Union Has more inter¬ 
continental ballistic missiles of 
-^very ki nd t h a n t be U.S.. while 
their larger explosive payload 
has prompted a debate among 
strategists about whether it is 
heading for a meaningful 
strategic advantage. 

★ ★ ★ 

Nevertheless, it’s not just the 
numbers put before it that is 
changing the mood of Congress 
on defence. Other factors are 
at work as well. There is the 
general disillusion about 
detente with the Soviet Union 
and a growing suspicion about 
Russian motives born of 
Ai^ola and other crises. Many 
liberals also are anxious about 
Israel’s security in a new Mid¬ 
dle East war and anxious to en- 
sure the U.S. has the 
wherewithal for another resup¬ 
ply effort. Finally, the election 
campaign has encouraged 
politicians to show tbe>’ favor a 
strong America. 

But while Congress seems 
determined to close the dollar 
gap between the U.S. and Rus¬ 
sia, the president's defence 
proposals have been criticized 
by some liberals. They argue 
that the CIA estimates are ex¬ 
aggerated because they 
measure Soviet spending in 
terms Of* what an equivalent 
defence-effqrt would c^ in the 
U.S. where military pay is 
much higher, and take no ac¬ 
count of quality. 


Moreover, much Soviet 
defence spending it not 
directed against the West. 
Democratic RepresenUtive 
Aspin, Wisconsin, a former 
Pentagon analyst, has 
calculated that nearly half the 
increase since 1964 reflects 
tension with China, increased 
internal security needs and 
securing Soviet control over 
Czechoslovakia. Another ai^u- 
ment is that much of tbe recent 
rise in Soviet spending resulu 
from the decision to build a 
new generation of missiles 
taken before the era of detente 
and does not necessarily 
reflect current political inten¬ 
tions. Finally, NATO millUry 
spending, at $141 billion last 
vear, exceeds the Warsaw 
Pact's $121 billion budget. 

But does Congress’s new con¬ 
cern about defence necessarily 
mean the U.S. is bent on main¬ 
taining its world role despite 


recent setbacks in Southeast 
.Africa and elsewhere? There 
are grounds for doubt. Last 
Year’s famous Harris survey 
conducted for the Chicago 
('ouitcil on Foreign Relations 
showed that while most 
Americans favored standing by 
allies, there was little suf^rt 
for fighting another war in 
Europe or even going to 
Canada's aid if it were at¬ 
tacked by the Soviet Union. 

★ ★ ★ 

More recently, in the tprUig 
issue of the magazine Foreign 
Policy. Professor Earl 
Ravenali of Johns Hopkins 
University points out that the 
Pentagon forecasts America's 
current commitments will re¬ 
quire a defence budget of 1150 
billion by 1980 and $200 billion 
by 1985. He judges this a 
p^itical impossibility and sug¬ 
gests a planned retreat into 
isolationism now preferable to 
a hurried one later. 


The idea of working instead 
of drawing unemployment in¬ 
surance is great As the council 
rightly points out there is a 
need for “auxiliary social 
workers, paramedical workers 
in hospitals and clinics, police 
aides, recreational personnel, 
road and building maintenance 
crews, and day care atten¬ 
dants” — just for starters. 

Agreed. With skyrocketing 
crime rates most police forces 
could use additional help and 
even a short Sunday afternoon 

•pot-hole' excursion — es¬ 
pecially in spring ~ proves 
that better road maintenance 
would be welcome. It would 
conserve both tires and nerves. 

But of all the complicated, 
expensive, frostratlng. upside 
down mechanics for providing 
these services, the Economic 
Council’s suggestion must 
merit top national award. 

First the suggestion is totally 
inconsistent with the "fiscal 
restraint” programs of the 
several governments. It Is this 
schizophrenic ambivalence, 
suggesting that the left hand 
never knows what the right 
band is doing, that has 
everyone confused and 
bewildered.

Inside, six barbers, three of 
them wonten, were busy with 
male and female customers.

Quebec and the Ottawa Valley

The Prairie provinces, 
northwest Ontario and the 
soothem part of the Northwest 
Territories are considered to 
have almost no risk of sertoos 
earth tremors. 

Leblanc said the reservoir of 
mformatton about long-term 
quake activity in Canada 
varies. It stretches back to the 
leOOs on the East coast, which 
was settled first, but only about 
a century back on the West 
coast. 

The bulk of the information 
was obtained in the ll)60s when 
the seismological network, 
which measures earthquake 
activity, was substantially ex¬ 
panded. 

"As we back up in time our 
information is scarce and not 
so reliable,” be said. “We’re 
trying now to expand our area 
of understanding so we can es¬ 
tablish earthquake-risk es¬ 
timates.” 

Leblanc said the network of 
35-pIus stations now detects 
between 600 and 700 earth-

The big United Nations Law 
of the Sea conference has 
reached the midway point in its 
eight weeks of deliberations in 
an atmosphere of doubt and un¬ 
certainty. 

Delegates appear to be 
treading water, unsure of the 
direction to take in their search 
for an international law to 
govern the use of the world's 
oceans. 

The 1.200 delegates, 
representing 156 countries, still 
toil over the 407 articles that 
would make up the inter¬ 
national convention, but 
progress has all but halted and 
mu^ of the initial optimism 
when they convened March 15 
has evaporated. 

* ★ w 

The conference is stymied 
by demands from the 49 
landlocked countries — those 
with little or no sea copst — for 
access to the seas through 
neighboring states and the 
right to fish and mine mineral 
wealth off the coasts of their 
neighbors. 

One key proposal would give 
coastal states exclusive fishing 
and mineral rights up to 200 
miles off their shorelines, 
along with a 12-miIe territorial 
limit. The landlocked people 
want the word “exclusive” 
Jtnbcked out of the negotiating 
text, leaving the coastal states 
with only limited rights.

The conference had in¬ 
tended all along to give 
landlocked countries a share in 
(he proceeds from mineral 
wealth on the ocean bed. but 
the states with substantial 
coastlines aren’t prepared to 
surrender rights off their own 
shores. 

Conference sources avoid 
any characterization that the 
conference, which goes on to 
May 8, is deadlocked, because 
they feel the landlocked 
countries would be the big 
losers if they pushed it to that 
sea access or other sea rights 
at this stage and stand to gain

The wealth Kissinger was 
referring to is a carpet of 
manganese-bearing nodules 
which lie on the floor of the 
deep seabed and have an es¬ 
timated value of three trillion 
dollars. 

One of the major conference 
proposals is to set up an inter¬ 
national authority to handle the 
mining and divide the proceeds 
among the 156 participating 
countries, including the 
landlocked states.

each year," he said. "Some are 
so small they're hard to pin¬ 
point exactly with our present 
network, which is rather thin in 
spots.” 

It was important to detect 
and locate even the smallest 
earthquakes because they 
provide a basis on which to 
predict larger earthquakes that 
orcur less frequently, perhaps 
every 50 to 75 years, 

"Once there has been an 
earthquake in^ area we know 
it will experience more earth¬ 
quakes. and they will be of 
equal or greater magnitude,” 
he said. 

"We need to understand 
where the higher risk areas are 
to provide the information 
necessary to design earth¬ 
quake-resistant buildings.” 

“Over the past decade we’ve 
seen a rapid increase in the 
number of high-rise bnildlngs, 
and it’s imporiant such densely 
populated buildings be con¬ 
structed to wHhstand earth¬ 
quakes if necessary.” 

Leblanc said sites for such 
critical structures as high- 
voltoge power lines, pipelines, 
nuclear power plants and 
storage sites for nuclear 
wastes have to be screened for 


earthquake activity and usual¬ 
ly are studied in depth. 

"We should be expanding our 
network for our future complex 
needs.” he said. "We need 
more background seismic in¬ 
formation to understand where 
it will be safe to put these 
critical structures.” 

A list of the heaviest known 
Canadian earthquakes 
prepared by the federal depart¬ 
ment of energy, mines and 
resources shows the most 
severe occurred in the St. 
Lawrence Valley and off the 
west coast of British Columbia. 

Experts say an earthqnake 
near the mouth of the Saguenay 
River in 1663 measured 
between 7.5 and 8 on the 
Richter scale. 

A 1M8 quake oa the northen, 
lip of Ike Queei Charlotte 
Islands off the British Colnm- 
bia coast was measnred al 8. 

The Richter scale, set by a 
California Institute of 
Technology seismologist. 
Charles Richter, measures 
with instruments the relative 
size of earthquakes. 

The exponential scale is 
open-ended and each number 
increases the earthquake force 
by 10 times. A quake that 
measures 5 on the scale is 10 
times stronger than one that 
measures 4 and 100 times 
stronger than a 3 

A magnitude 5 earthquake is 
usually cottsMered to be at the 
damage threshold and anything 
over 7. ns the recent quake to 
Guatemala, to considered 
severe and likely to ennse 
heavy damage, dependtog oa 
the qoality of bnildtoga in the 
aren. 

"Part of the reason for all 
the damage in Guatemala was 
the fact that most of the 
buildings are made of adobe 
and they just shattered when 
the quake hit,” Leblanc ex¬ 
plained. 

The greatest number of 
deaths reported to an earth¬ 
quake this century was in the 
Kansu province of China in 1920 
when 180,000 people died. The 
quake registered 8 6 on the 
Richter scale.

Spence Montgomery, pro¬ 
gram adviser to ^ commis¬ 
sioner. said the financial and 
technical problems encoun¬ 
tered by firms interested in 
oil sands mining means an¬ 


other minu^ plant after Syn¬ 
crude "is not likely to hap¬ 
pen." 

Henning said the future of 
Fort McMurray and northeas¬ 
tern Alberta now is tied to the 
success d experiments into 
extraction of oil Dom the 
sands without strip mining. 

The commissioner was to 
have released a northeastern 
Alberta plan this spring predi¬ 
cated on mining plants follow¬ 
ing the Syncrude and Great 
Canadian Oil Sanda Ltd. pat¬ 
tern.

Henning said he is so coo-

OTTAWA (CP) — The Na¬ 
tional Energy Board over¬ 
ruled Monday what it oonsid' 
ered an objection to ita new 
hearings on proposals to build 
a multi-blUioivdoUar northern 
natural gas pipeline. 

But there was still the pos¬ 
sibility that the board might 
face new challenges to the 
current hearings, after having 
already scrapped 34 days of 
hearings between October, 

1975. and February, 1976, be¬ 
cause of a ruling by the Su¬ 
preme Court 

The Supreme Court ruling 
was in favor of an objection 
by the Committee tor Justice 
and Liberty Foundation, a 
Toronto-ba^ group that 
challenged participation by 
former board chairman Mar¬ 
shall Crow'e. 

The foundation had said 
there was a possibiilty of bias 
becau$bi of Oowe’s pre\’lou8 
iiwilv’ement wiith one of the 
applicants. Crowe had been 
on the board of Canadi¬ 
an Arctic Gas Pipeline Ltd. 
before he joined the energy 
board in October. 1973. At the 
time he was president of the 
govomment • owned Canada 
Development Corp. 

John Olthuis, executive 
director of the 1,100-member 
foundaticm, said Monday he 
wanted to examine the Su¬ 
preme Court's reasons for ita 
judgment betore saying 
whether he had objections to 
the new hearings. 

However, Olthuis re¬ 
fused to say whether he ob¬ 
jected "to the form and sui^ 
stance of the hearing" 

Jack Stabback, who re- 
pliaced Ox>w1?> for the new 
hearings, said the board con^ 
sidered OiUhus' position 
to be an objection, but since 
no reasons had been given It 
was overruled. 

The board wants to com¬ 
plete (ts deliberations by 
year's end on the two compet¬ 
ing applications to build the 
pipeline. 

Canadian Arctic Gaa has 
proposed a 37.5-bilUon line 
linking Alaskan gas suiH>Iies 
with the United States and 
Mackenzie Deha reserves to 
Canadian markets. 

FootMlla Pipeline Ltd. of 
Calgary has planned a Maple 
Leaf line to carry only the 
delta gaa to Canadian mar^ 
kets. 

In other developmenta at 
the session, Arctic Gaa said it 
intended to am^td its applica¬ 
tion to change provisions for 
one of the delivery lines to the 
United States. 

The company had planned a 
line from Caroline, Alta., to 
Kingsgate. B.C.. where it 
would jo4n a U.S. pipeline. 

But the c(xnpany said it now 
intends to hi^ with the exM- 
ing Alberta Natural Gaa Go. 
line at O^eman, Alta., near 
the B.C border. The change 
would save 170 miles of pipe¬ 
line construction. 

Foothills said the change 
"abandons one of the most 
cherished principles of Arctic 
Gas—one pipeline across the 
country owned by one com¬ 
pany.” 

Arotic Gas had given this aa 
one of the reasons for reject¬ 
ing use of existing Alberta 
pipelines, owned by Alberta 
Gas Trunk Line Ltd., one of 
trip* Foothills sponsors. It was 
one reason why AGTL broke 
away from the Arctic Gas 
consortium to file a rival 
pipeline application. 

A total of 91 applicants and 
‘interested gr.xips have been 
recognized as participants in 
the new hearing. 

In the new submissions to 
the board, Gaz Metropcditain 
Inc., a Montreal distributor, 
came out in favor of the Arc¬ 
tic Gas proposal. The com¬ 
pany had said In the earlier 
hearings that it did not sig>- 
port either of the apfriications.

Beetles, blowdowns 
and forest blazes 


PRINCE GEORGE — The 
British Columbia Forest Ser¬ 
vice and the forest industry 
are working togWher to pre¬ 
vent further damage to 
timber stands which already 
have been devastated in the 
Prince George region. Wind 
storms last November left 
9.200 acres of uprooted and 
damaged trees with the 
"blowdowns" ranging in size 
from a few acres to 2,000 
acres each. 

Centred in the Bowron Park 
and Purden Lake areas east 
of Prince George, the dam¬ 
aged stands present two vital 
problems. One is an increased 
fire hazard resulting from 
heat generated in the dcKvned 


trees, and another is the pos¬ 
sible infestatioQ of sp^e 
bark beetles which can spread 
throughout a whole forest, 
destroying its commercial 
and aesthetic values. 

According to zone forester, 
Gary Uoyd, (he- beeties are 
native to every stand 
spruce in B.C "They usually 
attack weak and dying trees, 
but will siN^d to healthy 
stands once their numbers in¬ 
crease.” 

The beetles h>re their w’ay 
into the tree and eventually 
spread their colcmies to such 
an extent they can cause 
strangulation by interfering 
wdth the flow water and 
sap. Once a stand suRers 


from the effects of a beetle 
attack, k bec(xnes a fire haz¬ 
ard. The only effective means 
of controlling an outbreak is 
quick removal of the Ineeding 
areas and food sources — in 
this case, the "blowdowns”. 

Tbe Forest Service, to¬ 
gether with logging compa¬ 
nies who are woridng in the 
areas, will remove as many 
trees as possible this year in 
an effort to avoid the hazards. 
Cleanup (^)eration8 will be 
suspended during the spring 
breakup, when forest activity 
of this nature is dangerous 
and damaging because of 
ground conditiems. but will 
continue when weather condi- 
tlcms permit.

Floyd glides to Masters title 
with record-equalling total 


Cslonidt Victoria.' B.C* Tuesd&y, April 13. 1976 


AUGUSTA. Ga. (AP) — 
Ray Fk>yd — never pres¬ 
sured, never pushed — scored 
perhaps the easiest golf victo¬ 
ry of all time Sunday with a 
casual-appearing 70 for the 
final round of the 72^1e tour* 
nament 

Koyd, a 33-year-old one> 
time playboy, won witti a 271 
total. 17 under par and match- 
ii^ the tournament record (or 
72 holes set by Jack Nicklaus 
in 1965. 

His winning margin of eight 
stroke! was one short of the 
recoil — but it couldn’t have 
bm easier. 

Only young Ben Crenshaw 
who hiked his britches above 
his knees to wade Into the 
pond on the 16di hole — could 
generate any challenge at all 
and that was much too little, 
and much too late. 

All other would-he con¬ 
tenders, inl<^ding Nicklaus. 
couldn’t get anything going in 
the gusty, shifting winds that 
swirled through the tops of 
the towering trees that crown 
the rolling hills of the Augusta 
National Golf Club course. 

No one ever got closer than 
seven strokes Sunday and it 
was nothing more than a fight 
for sec<md place all day long. 

"Even Crenshaw, who even¬ 
tually claimed the posiUon 
with a late burst, admitted: 
•T was free-wheeling, just 
playing for second.” 

Oensbaw’s five-under-par 
67 was th^* beat round of the 
windy day. the best Masters 
round of his yo»mg career and 
got him in with a 279 total, 
good enough to win most 
Masters. 

Nicklaus. who scored his 
record fifth Masters victory 
last season and was an over¬ 
whelming favorite to do it 
again, and happy-go-lucky 
longsbot Larry Ziegler were 
tied for third at 282. Ziegler 
matched par 72. Nicklaus. 
who acknowledged a big ova¬ 
tion on the final hole with a 
wave of his nutter and a wry 
smile, shot 73. 

Former Masters champion 
Charles Coody. former U.S. 
Open champion Hale Irwin, 
and Tom Kite, a one-time 
leam-mate of Crenshaw’s at 
the University <rf Texas, were 
next at 285. Coody shot a 74, 

* Kite 73, Irwin 70. 

But ncme of them ever real¬ 
ly got close to Floyd, who 
l^ame only the tourih man 
to lead — without being tied 
— for all four rounds of this 
tournament. The others were 
Craig Wood ki 1941. Arnold 
Pahner in 1960 and NkkWus 
in 1972. 

Floyd was simply overpo* 
wering against the select, in¬ 
vitational. international Held, 
He put himself nut of their 
reach with earlier rounds of 
65. 66 and 70. setting a couple 
of records aJ'>ng the way. 


Tom Wciskopf. a fouj-Ume 
runner-up In the Masters, 
went to a 74 and was 17 
strokes back at 288. 

Gary Player, a two-time 
champion, and Lee Trevino 
were at 295-24 strokes off the 
pace. Player struggled to a 
79, Trevino to 76. 

Johnny Miller never got In 
contentiM. He ckiaed wdth 
75-293. 

Ihibert Green, winner of 
three in a row coining here 
and a challenger briefly dur^ 
ing the third round, went to a 
77-29B. 

It was a runaway, record¬ 
setting rout all thf wray for 
the chunky man who once 
contemplated a prd basehall 
career, didn’t even particu¬ 
larly like golf, admittedly 
“played witfiout pufp^ for 
five years” after winning the 
1969 PGA national cham¬ 
pionship and then tuxned 


around his life and his game 
with his mamage three years 
ago. 

The last round was a decid¬ 
ed . anti-climax to this tour¬ 
nament that usually goes 
down to the wire, an event 
that produced a Nicklaus- 
Weiskopf-Miller finish last 
season that has been called 
the greatest golf tournament 
of ail time. In 39 previous 
Masters. 21 have been won by 
one ahot or in playoffs and 
<mly sLx have been decided by 
more than three strokes.

Appeal defeats Cable Co-op, 
Supreme Court next step

The court fight over the 
main rable-tele^ttslon licence 
in Greater Victoria will prob¬ 
ably become a twoout-of- 
thrw affair after the Federal 
Court of Canada appeals divi¬ 
sion ruled against the Capital 
C^ble Co-op citizens’ group 
Monday in Ottawa. 

1 A three-judge panel upheld 
an appeal by the Canadian 
Radio-Television Commission 
and Victoria Cablevision Ltd. 
against the co-op's surprise 
court victory Feb. 3 in Van¬ 
couver. 

Coop spokesman Herschel 
Hardin said immediately that 
his group would try to appeal 
its defeat. He said papers 
would be filed immediately 
seeking leave to appeal to the 
only court left which could 
hear the case, the Supreme 
CJourt of Canada. 

That meant there would be 
no change in Greeter Victoria 
rable-TV..viewing for at least 
the restjof this year, with the 
)ong-del4yed CRTC hearing 
fm the Victoria licence most 
likely to be held this fall. 


The court battle is over the 
co-op’s contention that its bid 
for the licence shoiUd be 
heard at the same time the 
(7RTC judges Victoria C^hle- 
vision’s request for renewal of 
Its present licence. 

CRTC policy has been to 
hear renewals only and then 
allow other prospective bid¬ 
ders and opponents to protest 
later in the same hearing. 
That would have hapi)ened in 
a hearing set for Feb. 5 and 6 
at the Empress until the 
court upset earlier that week. 

Victoria lawyer David Lls- 
son, appearing for the co-op 
before a Federal Court trial 
judge in Vancouver, said the 
CRTC policy denied "natural 
justice" and Mr. Justice Jean- 
Eudes Dube agreed with him. 

His ruling came one day 
alter the CRTC began a Van¬ 
couver hearing. ‘ and caused 
the commission to call every¬ 
thing off. But after CTITC law¬ 
yers studied the ruling, the 
commission wTnt ahead with 
all scheduled hearings except 


parently had not prepared for 
the Vancouver court case, but 
things were different Monday. 
They had the support of Vic¬ 
toria CaWevision lawyers and 
presented detailed written ar¬ 
guments.

Liberal MPs reluctant 
to repay expense hike 


OTTAWA (CP) — Some 
members of the Liberal Party 
caucus appear reluctant to 
part with a $706 increase in 
their annual tax-free allow¬ 
ance as the government con¬ 
tinues to delay a bill freezing 
the salaries of the 262 MPs 
and 90 senators. 

Tlie brtl. introduced test 
December ns part nf the 
government's economic re¬ 
straints program, may be de¬ 
bated early this week, prior to 
a plann^ lO^ay * Easter 
break. 

Under the bill, MPs would 
nj>t get the 7 - per - cent 
wage increase In their 
$24.000-a-year salary planned 
for 1976. But they would get 
$700 more in tax-free ex¬ 
penses. bringing them to 
$11,300 a year. 

Senators earn the same sal¬ 
ary but half the tax-free ex¬ 
penses. 

Opposition spokesmen say 
the government should 
amend the bill and also freeze 
the e.xpenses. 0>nservalive 
House Leader Walter Baker 
said the government gave the 
public the impression that the 
freeze would be complete for 
the MPs. 

“I think it's essential that 
they don’t play fast and loose 
with the public.” he said. 

Baker said the Conser¬ 
vatives would move to amend 
the bill in committee if the 
government doesn't change 
the bill and freeze expenses 
as well as salaries. 

A goxemment source 
said the bill will be dealt 
with shortly after the Easter 
break if it is not debated this 
week. 

“There’s not going to be 
any decision before we go to 
caucus,” he said.

Education "^Minister Pat 
McGeer asked Monday for 
suggestions from the public 
on how to curb arson in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia schools. 

He was replyii^ in the Le¬ 
gislature to a question from 
Scott Wallace (rc—Oak Bay) 
on a S2 milli(Hi fire Saturday 
at R. C. Palmer junior second¬ 
ary school in Richmond. 

McGeer said the fire was 
another example of “the trag¬ 
ic problem” of school arson. 

Wallace said the school 
building was made of wood 
and had no sprinklers, and he 
wondered wither there was 
a policy now to use only fire- 
resistant material. 

The micister said the school 
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was 17 years old. and added 
that the practice of building 
schools from materials that 
Nvere not fireproof had been 
abandoned. 

However, he said, adding 
sprinkler systems to erfder 
spools was not alw'ays prac¬ 
tical, because installation 
costs would often be greater 
than the value of the school. 

iMcGeer saU the Insurance 
Carp, of B.C. had a $4.7 mil¬ 
lion fund to pay the $1 million 
de^tible on a re-insurance 
policy it had lor sduxd fires. 

Under an old insurance plan 
with KSC, the school district 
would only have to pay $1,000 
on tile fire, the amount of the 
deductible.

Garden notes 


I sui^>oee that if you were 
to ask the man in the street 
what he figured was the easi- 
e»t floww to grow, chances 
are he’s picked the dandelion. 

After a lifetime of battling 
dandelions, this would have 
been my choice too, but for 
the fact that, eeveral years 
ago. I made a deliberate at¬ 
tempt to grow diis weed. 

In an attempt to grow the 
blanched shoots for salads, I 
found they were difffci^ and 
cantankerous subjects ^Ahen 
under cultivation, and the ex¬ 
periment was a failure. 

★ 

Some ^cperimental stations 
have rt epoited simUar experi¬ 
ences. Oommon weeds, grown 
in greenhouses for the experi- 
mental testing of weedkiller 
chemicals, were so erratic in 
' germination and so difficult to 
raiae under cidtivated cona¬ 
tions that the plant scWntists 
abandoned weeds and suhsU- 
tuted such easy-togrow sub* 
jects as string beans for their 
tests. 


All of whk^ supports the 
old adage that a we^ is sim¬ 
ply any plant which happens 
to be growing in the wrong 
place! 

★ * « 

I think that if I had to 
choose the easiest flower to 
grow, my vote would have to 
go to the gladiolus. 

With this plant, at a pinch, 
you could dig your heel in the 
ground, drop in a bulb, kick 
some dirt in to cover it. and 
you'd probably get quite a de¬ 
cent spike of flowers. 

Not that I would ever rec¬ 
ommend su<h ungailant treat¬ 
ment, for while the gladiolus 
is a perfect lady under any 
circumstances, she reserves 
her greatest charms for those 
suitors who shower her with 
those litde atitsntions which 
are her just due. 

★ ★ ★ 

Speaking of ungallant treat¬ 
ment, I have (^en wondered 
what uncouth lout saddled 
such an exquisitely feminine 


flower with such a harsh and 
mascuhne name, for gladiolus 
oomM from the same Latin 
root that gives us "gladiator’* 
and refers to the awmd-Uke 
foliage of the plant 

Incidentally, the old phiral 
form of the word, gladioli, has 
been pretty well abandoned, 
by common consent of all the 
learned horticultural so* 
cieties, and nowadays we 
refer to two or more gladiolus 
as gladiolas, never gladio 
luses. 

it ic -k 

Like any other great .lady, 
there are times whem Mme. 
Gladiolus enjoys being in the 
public eye, and never more so 
than as a cut flower in bowl 
and vase arrangements, 
where she is a sheer delight. 

After her prime, though, 
when her i^auty is fading, it 
is unchlvalrous to expose her 
aging petals and yeflowing fo¬ 
liage to the public gaze, and 
she should be accorded some 
degree of decent privacy to 
finish out her life 


Because of this. I never 
grow my glads in the or¬ 
namental beds out around the 
front of the house. 

I very much prefer to plant 
them, in double rows, in the 
vegetable plot out back, 
where each plant can be nur¬ 
tured and cared tor, fed the 
little delicacies she enjoys, 
and cleansed periodically of 
the annoyance of tiuips and 
aphids. 

* 

Then, when her first floret 
has opened its silken petals 
fully and several more buds 
are showing a tinge of color, 
her spike is cut and her flow'- 
er is given Its moment of 
glory in a floral arrangement, 
where she re^gsts supreme. 

In the meantime, in the 
backyard and out of the pub¬ 
lic gaze, her plant Is left to 
get on with the untidy and un¬ 
dignified business of ripening 
and plumping up' her bulb for 
ne?ct year’s flower in decent 
privacy. 


Power disillusions women? 


Anybody attending meetings 
wHere men and women claim 
an equal concern — as 
parutis perhaps or fellow

We deferred to the reason¬ 
ing of ti>e male leader of the 
chorus. We defer to her inten¬ 
sity. There is an authority of 
passion here — indeed an in¬ 
dignation. She cares finally

about what? 

At some point her feeling 
exceeds the issue. She is not,

And as listens to the 
sound of her own anger — as 
if it were another person’s 
voice » she does not seem a 
lot clearer than we are about 
what this "Something else’’ 
is.

The current issue of Ms. 
magazine supplies two docu¬ 
mentaries of this latest 
sadness-of-success. It is a 
truism that the Mm’ement has 
arrived at the point where it 
can afford the dubious luxury 
of factionalism. 

But an article on "Trash¬ 


ing’’ — the character assassi¬ 
nation of sister by sister — 
asserts that the practice "has 
reached epidemic propor¬ 
tions.'* as if the original fire 
had become self-consuming. 

Just a few* pages away from 
this melancholy evidence that 
the latest revolution has 
turned, in part, into the latest 
civil war there stands the 
"Diary of a Middle-Aged Di¬ 
vorced." 

Both pieces seem to wire 
almost ritualistically a new 
disenchantment. But, in Its 
low-key monotone of despair, 
the "Diary" is even more dis¬ 
quieting.

By the standard of history 
— sunival! — the diarist has 
not had a bad life. According 
to old styles of accomplish¬ 
ment, she has married and 
had tvro children who have 
turned out publicly presenta¬ 
ble and affectionate. 

She is educated and afflu¬ 
ent. By newer measures of 
accomplishment, she has a 
job of some responsibility: 
"administrative assistant." 

But all this is part of what 
oppresses her. as tf half¬ 
success were more intolerable 
than failure. 


During the months of this 
diary she more or less gets 
what she w^ts. She receives 
the raise she pushes for at the 
office and the divorce she 
pushes for at home. The chil¬ 
dren support her rather than 
him. But none of this is what 
slie really w^ants either. 
k k k 

One has a feeling that 
woman, for the first time, has 
come close enough to man’s 
world — the world of power — 
to see that it is not as envi¬ 
able as it lorded when the 
nose w*as pressed against the 
glass, in the kitchen or the 
tiT>lng pool. 

Do women have too much 
taste, too much earth-wisdom 
for the games men play? Is tt 
too soon for the new woman’s 
new alternatives to be pro¬ 
nounced? 

★ * 

We are listening. She is lis¬ 
tening to herself. She has ew- 
eryb^'’s attenti^m. The mo¬ 
ment far self-definition has 
come, and it is not as easy as 
it once appeared. 

To some extent — probably 
to i surprising extent — her 
self-definition will be accept¬ 
ed. But what will it be? 
will this speech end that 
keeps trailing off now into a 
puzzled self-mockeiy —- a 
sometimes unnameable 
sadness, an often imspeakable 
rage?

Lawyers, social workers, 
architects, journalists 
would not exempt any of 
these crafts or professions 
from experiencing first-hand 
some of the conditions or con¬ 
sequences of their own pt^c- 
tices. 

Recalling how paranoid the 
late Walter Wlnchell was 
about the "privacy” oi his 
own family, while he relent¬ 
lessly wrenched open every¬ 
body else’s domestic closet.) 

It is not only for profes¬ 
sional reasons that all psycho¬ 


analysts must undergo per- 
scxial analysis themselves be¬ 
fore they are certified to 
practice: it is also because in 
the process they are brought 
to a keen recognition of our 
common human oondltion, 
thus reducing the ordinary 
psydxriogical "^stance" 
tween the healer and the suf¬ 
ferer. 

One can hardly suggest that 
an ortiHH>edic intern be forced 
to break an arm (although 
nothing would give him a bet¬ 
ter wwm’s-eye view of his 
specialty), or that a budding 
siAgecm submit to a colonic 
resection: but. short of these 
drastic measures. any<me pre¬ 
paring for a career ^ich has 
the potential for injurir^ 
others should be given a taste 
erf what it feels like when the 
cast is on the other foot. 


A judge who has never 
stepp^ into a prison, except 
as an honored guest for a con¬ 
trived tour, can hardly hand 
down sentences with any de¬ 
gree of realism.

Nor can a general who has 
never been i^er fire deploy 
his troops with a genuine no- 
tkm of what combat means. 
(This indeed, w'as the tragedy 
erf the Light Brigade, whose 
commanding officer was dal¬ 
lying on an opident yacht 
miles aw-ay from the scene of 
the carnage.) 

"Physician, heal thyself,” is 
an ancient injunction. "Po¬ 
liceman. jail thyself" is more 
to the point for those who 
would exercise control over 
their fellows without first feel¬ 
ing the shock of recognition.

Palestinian activists win 


NABLUS. Israeli-occupied 
Jondsn (UPl) — PBlettinian 
Dationalists won municipal 
elections Monday in key 
towns of the occupied west 
bank of Jordan, creating a 
new challenge for an Israeli 
government already troubled 
by growing Arab unrest. 

Israeli election officials said 
candidates calling for the cre¬ 
ation of a Palestinian state 
gained control of municipal 
governments in Nablus. He¬ 
bron and Ramallah — the 
first-, second- and fourth- 
largest towns on the west 
bank. 

Mayor Klias Frelj, the only 
Christian municipal leader on 
the west bank, managed to 
stay in power in Bethl^m, 
the thir^argest west bank 
town, but a C^ommunist mili¬ 
tant won a council seat in the 
biblical tow-n cd Christ's birth. 

£ lection officials said 
Palestinian activists won in 
Tulkarm, the fifth-largest 
west bank town, but those fa¬ 


voring a return to Jordanian 
rule won in Jenin, the sbdh- 
largest municipality.

Davis said that while in the 
hotel room Mrs. Morrison 


wanted to go out for some 
fresh air and beer. Davis left 
the room at that point to go to 
a bathroom down the hall and 
when he returned Mrs. Mor^ 
risen was "three-quarters out 
the window,” 

He said Vkitoria city police 
arrived at the door to hds 
room three or four minutes 
after he let her go.

J<nTe said it was obvious 
from earlier testimony that 
Davis and the dead wgiman 
were friends. 

The jury ruled that death 
was accidental "brought 
about by drunkenness on the 
parts of both Davis and the 
deceased.”

Indian claims move ahead 


Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams pledged in the provin¬ 
cial Legudature Monday that, 
his government would not 
“dictate to the Indians of 
B.C" settlement terms on 
land claims. 

Williams made the state¬ 
ment during the first morning 
session of the current sitting 
of the house. 

He said Ottawa and Victoria 
had nesv' agreed that cutoff 
lan<h« (lands arhVtrarUy re¬ 
moved from Indian reserva¬ 
tions by the McBride OommU- 
Kion) were Indian lands. 

“The lands should not 
have been cut off," he said. 
“They must be retvirned 
and where they cannot be re¬ 
turned. adequate redress 
must be woilted out.'* 

Williams said the ne^ct 
major hurdle for nrgotiating 
teams to work out involved 
the mechanics of returning 
the land or paying compensa¬ 
tion. 

On those “mechanic.^,'’ Wil¬ 
liams said: “There will be no 
settlement dictated to the In¬ 
dians. It will come about as a 
result of negotiations.” 

He added that further meet- 
ing.s with Ottawa on rut off 
lands would fake place later 
this month and that within a 
few weeks “now that we have 
a clear understanding as to 
what aettlement is required” 
Indian band.s w'ould he invited 
back to the conference table. 

Wniiama said that ahorigin- 
al land claims by the Indians 


would not lie so easy to settle. 

“It is easy to say land 
claims." he said, “but dif¬ 
ficult to define them because 
there has been no attempt by 
any previous government to 
tuiderstand the nature of such 
.claims.” 

But he said meetings with 
t h e NUhga Indians of 
northwestern B.C. had been 
progressing satisfactorily 
since January, and that he 
was determined to find a solu¬ 
tion. 

“In January, we stHiied 
dov\n that long road which 
must be travelled.” he said. 
“It must he travollod if we 
are to resolve this prohl«n. 
Hoi)efully the formula we 
eventually come up with will 
help us solve other problems 
with other bands.” 

(In simple terms, aboriginal 
land claims are claims made 
by Indian bands of land own¬ 
ership by historic right, lands 
not taken by official treaty by 
earlier governments.) 

WMIliams also promised to 
offer all assistance possible to 
nati\'e Indians “in their desire 
to retain. Indeed recall, their 
cultvire and build upon it.” 

He said to do that the In¬ 
dians must be afforded the 
opi>ortunity to develop eco- 
?K>mlcally. 

“They wan-l to ceose to he a 
burden, they want to make 
thetr own way.’* he saW. 
“That ecimnmic independence 
must be planned on a long- 


Budget leakage 
raised again

leak debate. 

Bennett had been asked it 
any unauthnrued persona had 
seen or worked on the laidget. 
His answer at that thne was 

"no.” 

l,^tcr the same day. Fi¬ 
nance Minister Evan Wolfe 
had said that Brown had as¬ 
sisted with the budget speech, 
hut only as far as phraseology 
went. He insisted that Brown 
had not been privy to finan¬ 
cial details of the budget. 

Macdonald’s question Mon¬ 
day remained unanswered to 
cries that he was out of order 
in asking the question in the 
first f)lace.

“Thei'e was no attempt to 
chastise, but rather a deter- 
minati<vi to return to the peo¬ 
ple cwitcol of their own des¬ 
tiny. a control they were in 
serious danger of losing under 
the previous administration.” 

Quoting extensively from 
the first «pee<h of Janii?a 
Callaghan as British prime 
minister, Williams asked the 
NDP to pay special attention 
■to die words. 


"We ai'e still not earning 
the standard of living w-e are 
today enjoying,” Williams 
quoM Callahan as saying. 
"Those words apply equally 
w'ell to British Oilumbie. We 
are not earning the standard 
<rf living we are enjt^ng.” 

He said Callaghan had also 
warned the British people that 
“We are <mly keeping up our 
standard of living by borrow¬ 
ing • and this cannot go on 
indehntely.” 

Williams saki while borrow¬ 
ing could not go on indefi¬ 
nitely in Britain,” Cor B.C. it 
cannot go on. at all.” He 
added (hat the Social Credit 
government was determined 
to “serve the Individual, not 
to be its master.

Study: Give workers say in management 


y.ANCOU VER (qp).— 
Chuck Connai^han, vice* 
president of the University of 
British Columbia, has recom¬ 
mended sweeping changes in 
labor-management relations 
along the lim of a system that 
lifted West Germany from In¬ 
dustrial ruin to economic sta¬ 
bility. 

Oonnaghan. after extensive 
studies in West Germany last 
summer, had proposed that 
labor and management co¬ 


operate for the well-being of 
Canada. 

His report to the federal 
labor department suggests 
that workm have a say in 
management, and that labui'- 
management negotlatians be 
based on economic facts. 

Connaghan's report w'as re¬ 
leased Monday after being 
presented to Tom Eberlee, 
deputy federal labor minister. 

Connaghan noted that Ger¬ 
many’s trade unions were dis¬ 


solved by Hitler in 1933 and 
were not permitted to hmctlon 
again until 1945. 

Labor and management to¬ 
gether rebuilt the shattered 
economy of West Germany, 
and because of labor’s power 
to intervene in industrial 
management and the sophis¬ 
tication of the system, the 
country had one of the most 
successful and stable econo¬ 
mies in the world, he said. 

In 1975, the gross natkmal 


product of West Germany 
rote by .4 per cent while those 
of most western countiles de¬ 
clined. 

Oonnaghan, who was pres¬ 
ident of the Qmslruction 
Labor Relations Association 
erf B.C. before taking his post 
at the university, said the 
West German success was 
achieved because the tAikms 
were treated as part (rf the in¬ 
dustrial machine. 

* His most far-reaching |nT>- 


posal is that the federal £pv- 
emment study the West Ger¬ 
man concept <rf works ooun- 
ciis and possibly &cperinr»ent 
with them in the public ser¬ 
vice or selected crown ocn*- 
poratlons. 

In noting that the works 
council gave employees a 
chance to participate in the 
management of the compa¬ 
nies, he says: 

’’It has b^n argued that co¬ 
determination has given the 


average German woricer a 
close identity with his place of 
employment and associates 
him directly with the respon- 
siUKty for everything (hat af¬ 
fects him and his employer. 

‘*The individual is aware 
that no important decision 
can be made that affects him 
and his work place, unless he 
himself or his representative 
hgs had an equal voice in 
time decisions and 8hare.<i re¬ 
sponsibility for them. 


”In turn this leads to a de¬ 
gree of knowledge and under¬ 
standing of ^ economic dev¬ 
elopments affecting his work 
place.” 

He says the works councils 
have control equal to manage¬ 
ment in such matters as set¬ 
ting rates of pay, starting and 
finishing times, vacatkm. 
health and safety regulations 
and bonus pay rates.

BElftUT (UPI) — Leftist leader Kama] Jum- 
blatt, his strongholds encircled by Syrian foix*s, 
appealed to Arab states Monday for urgent political 
intervention to stop- what he charged was a new 
Syrian invasion of Lebanon. 


In Damascus. Syrian Pres- 
idmt Hafez Assad warned 
Syria’s leftist and Palestinian 
critics in Lebanon against op¬ 
posing “OUT pcJicy to achieve 
peace.” 

He told a youth rally Syria’s 
aims was .to enforce a perma¬ 
nent truce, adding the ”go^ 
of those who insist on fighting 
are not worth sacrificing a 
chicken for.” 

Jumblatt. who with other 
Lebanese leftist leaders 
agreed earlier to extend a 
tenuous truce due to have ex¬ 
pired Monday, charged that 
more Syrian troops were 
crossing the border, raining 
the danger of Israeli retalia- 
tiOD. 

He appealed to the 22- 
member Arab League for “in¬ 
tervention to stop this illegal 
Syrian incursion.” 

While Syrian armored col¬ 
umns advanced through the 
eastern Bekaa Valley, right- 
wing iepders reported tliat 
President Suleiman Franiieh 
would sign within the week a • 
constitutional amendment 
permitting elections for hln 
successor the key leftist 
demand for peace. 

Jumblatt later held sepa¬ 
rate meetings with Soviet Am¬ 
bassador Vladimir Soldatov 
and Palestine Liberation Or¬ 
ganization chief Yasser Ara¬ 
fat to discuss the Syrian ad¬ 
vance. poliUcal sources said. 

In a statement after the 
meetings. Jumhlatt said ”the 
aim of the Syrian army’s in¬ 
cursion is to hit the national¬ 
ist movement and contain the 
Palestinian resistance.”

Mortar, rocket and artillery 
duels left at least 35 persons 
dead and 55 wounded before 
battles died down at mid- 
morning.

'Total 
casualties in the year-long 
Moslem-Oirlstian civil war 
topped 16.400 dead and more 
than 32,300 wounded.

BEIRUT (AP) — An anonymou-s Canadian 
wotnan, feeling abandoned by her country in the 
inferno of the Lebanese civil war, has submitted 
her case in an un^ne3 letter to the Beirut English- 
language weekly magazine Monday Morning. 

"Today, they closed my embassy,” she wrote. 
"My country is gone. Mi^ husband is gone. I have 
two children here with me. I am left with just 
Lebanon.” 

Hw letter, in verse form, appeared togetlier 
with an announcement from the Canadian Embassy 
that it is temporaiily suspending its operations in 
Beirut. 

"Bombs fall all round. America has sent seven 
warships and 2,700 marines because they woriy 
about thedr citizens here.

The rival tor Ms title was a 
man he had never met before 
the committee hearing, his 
half-bmtber, John Russell, a 
25-yearold accountant. 

Geoffrey Russell is now an 
important step closer to being 
confirmed as fourth Baron of 
AmpthiU. The victory will In¬ 
volve no mcfftey prize, sin\ply 
the right to be called Lord 
Ampthill and to sit in the 
House of Lends. 

In 1922. the “Russell baby” 
divorce case tilled British 
newspapers. 

The third Baron of AmpthiU 


j>etitioned to divorce his beau¬ 
tiful wife, Christabel, on 
grounds that the marriage 
had not been consummated 
and that Christabel was preg¬ 
nant by another man. 

Christabel denied adultery, 
but agreed that the marriage 
had not been consummated. 

She said some “Hunnish 
scenes” had taken place with 
her husband which resulted in 
the conception of her child. 

While she was still preg¬ 
nant, doctors declared she 
was technically a virgin. 

After several hearings, a 
jury decided that G<X)ffrey 
was not the husband’s son and 
Geoffrey was disinherited. 


But in 1326. the House of 
Loi'd& Overturned the ruling 
and Geoffrey again became 
heir. 

The whole motter was re¬ 
newed when the third baron 
died in 1973.

Any strains brought into the 
country must be screened by 


thi'ee experts across the 
country — Comer is one 
who report back to the health 
and animals branch of the 
ledcral government.

The engineering study, pre¬ 
pared by Her, Priestman and 
Associates at a cost of more 
than $8,000, presets three al¬ 
ternatives for sewage treat¬ 
ment and disposal, ranging in 
cost from $2,542,000 to 
$5,797,000. 

Present sewage flows at 
both Crofton and Chemainua 
exceed the limits imposed by 
the Pollution Control Branch. 

’’Existing treatment- 
disposal at both Crofton and 
Chemaimis . do not conform 
with minimum requirements 
outlined in the report on Pol- 
litbnn Cbotrol objectives for 


munidpal-type waste dis¬ 
charges, accepted by the B.C. 
Pollution Omtrol Board." ac¬ 
cording to the Her, Priestman 
study. 

The North Cowichan mayor 
said the pollution control per¬ 
mits for the systems in the 
two communities at this time 
hAN’e exiiired. 

Alternatives in the study in- 
(*lude a joint scheme with pre¬ 
liminary treatment for both 
communities, which would re¬ 
quire pumping stations and 
lengthy outfall near the Che- 
foainus River della at sn es¬ 
timated c<|rt of $5,797,000. 


Initially. Mayor Smith said, 
the joint system proposal was 
too costly and the c^y feasi¬ 
ble alternativ’e was separate 
systems In Chemalnus and 
Crofttxi. 

But now be feels that "If the 
government is willing to pay 
the costs over three mills, we 
would be unwise not to jump 
at the .iolnt system.” 

Other alternatives include a 
secondary treatment plant at 
the site of the present Maple 
Street outfall in Chemalnus, 
and another facility in Crofton 
at a cost of between $4 and $5 
millfon. 


A preliminary treatment 
system in Crofton and Che- 
mainus would cost an estimat¬ 
ed $2,542,000. 

Currently, untreated sewage 
is discharged directly into 
Stuart Channel off Chemalnus 
by a 1600-foot outfall into S5 
•feet of water, while Crofton 
has smaU settling tank and 
chlorinating facility, which is 
working at nwiximum rapaci¬ 
ty at this lime. 

Effluent from the settling 
tank is dis<*harged 555 feet 
into Osbourne Bay in 25 feel 
of water.

The local represents em¬ 
ployees of the city ni Nanai¬ 
mo, the tity parks and recre¬ 
ation commission and the re¬ 
gional district. 

Stan Boshier, Local 401 
president, said Monday that 
the regional district em¬ 
ployees voted 69 per cent for 
the strike, the parks and rec¬ 
reation commission em¬ 
ployees 96 per cent in favor 
and Nanaimo civic employees 
approved the move by a mar¬ 
gin of 84 per cent. 

"These votes in favor of 
strike action show just how' 
determined the employees 
are," Boshier said. "All 
they're asking is that contract 
negotiations start from 
already-existing benefits and 
working conditions. But the 
employers want us to go 
backwards. They w-ant to re¬ 
move clauses from our con¬ 
tract that we’ve always had. 

"If we don’t watch our¬ 
selves,” he added, "we’ll end 
up paying the employer for 
the right to work for him." 

Boshier issued a call for 
"sincere bargaining" to end 
the dispute. 

The services in the city and 
the regional district, have 
been effectively closed down 
for the past week after strik¬ 
ing school board employees 
put picket lines around all 
civic offices which are repre¬ 
sented by the Mid-Island Pub¬ 
lic Employers As.sociation. 

One of the most-felt ser\’lre 
cutbacks has been the suspen¬ 
sion of garbage pickup, now 
also In its second week. 

Mayor Frank Ney said Fri- 
day that rtie city’s public 
works director. A. W. McDon¬ 
ald was in the process of 
seeking out several areas 
throughout the city where 
garbage could he taken by 
residents. He said, however, 
that the locations would not 
he announced until they were 
"absolutely necessary." 

It was not necessary for the 
civic and regional employees 
to issue their employer with a 
strike notice since they had 
earlier been sened with lock¬ 
out notice by the employers. 

Tn another development, the 
Nanaimo district high school 
reopened Monday after being 
closed Friday for rejiairs.

You remember Claude Har- 
riaon. 

The former VictoHa mayor 
announced at the start of his 
term in 1955 that a tunnel 
should be dug beneath Sey- 
mour Narrows to connect 
Vancouver Island with the 
mainland.

But his main concern is 
ferry finances. 

And his timely revival of 
the drive comes just as pro¬ 
vincial transport officials are 
predicting huge increases in 
ferry rates. 

Those rates should be foist¬ 
ed onto the federal govern¬ 
ment, Harrison believes, be¬ 
cause the link to what he calls 
the true B.C. seaboard should 
be considered the railway. 

Others who have cried for 
federal aid recently too said 
the Gulf crossings are more 
like a part of the Trans- 
Canada Highway.

Study: Give workers say in management 


Connaghan 

. Gf^mian example 


VANCOUVER (CP) 
Chuck Connaghan, vice- 
president of the University of 
British Columbia, has recom¬ 
mended sweeping changes In 
labor-management relations 
along the line of a system that 
lifted West Germany from In¬ 
dustrial ruin to economic sta¬ 
bility. 

Connaghan. after extensive 
studies in West Germany last 
summer, had proposed that 
labor and management co¬ 


operate for the well-being of 
Canada. 

His report to the federal 
labor department suggests 
that workers have a say in 
management, and that labor- 
management negotiations be 
based on'economic facts. 

Connaghan’s report was re¬ 
leased Monday after being 
presented to Tom Eberlee, 
deputy federal labor minister. 

Connaghan noted that Ger¬ 
many’s trade unions were dis¬ 


solved by Hitler in 19S3 and 
were not permitted to functi<m 
again until ld45. 

(.Abor and management to¬ 
gether rebuilt the shattered 
economy of West Germany, 
and because of labor’s power 
to Intervene in industrial 
management and the sophis¬ 
tication of the system, the 
country had one of the nK)st 
successful and stable econo¬ 
mies in the world, he said. 

In 1975. the gross national 


product of West Germany 
rose by .4 per cent while those 
of most western countries de¬ 
clined. 

Connaghan, who was pres¬ 
ident of the Construction 
Labor Relations Association 
of B.C. before taking his post 
at the university, said the 
West German success was 
achieved because the unions 
were treated as part of the in¬ 
dustrial machine. 

His most fbr-reaching pro¬ 


posal is that the federal gov¬ 
ernment study the West Ger¬ 
man 'concept of works coun¬ 
cils and possibly experiment 
with them in the public ser¬ 
vice or selected crown cor¬ 
porations. 

In noting that the works 
council gave employees a 
chance to participate in the 
management of the compa¬ 
nies. he says: 

”It has been argued that co¬ 
determination has given the 


average German worker a 
close identity with his place of 
employment and associates 
t^m directly with the respon- 
ribility for everything that af¬ 
fects him and his employer. 

"The individual is aware 
that no important decision 
can be made that affects him 
and his work place, unless he 
himself or hla representative 
has had an equal voice in 
those decisions and shares re¬ 
sponsibility for them. 


“In turn this leads-to a de¬ 
gree of knowledge and under¬ 
standing of the economic dev¬ 
elopments affecting his work 
place.” 

He says the works councils 
have control equal to manage¬ 
ment in such 'matters as set¬ 
ting rates of pay. starting and 
finishing times, vacatiem. 
health and safety regulations 
and bonus pay rates.

BEIRUT (UPI) — Leftist leader Kamal Jum- 
blall, his strongholds encircled by Syrian forces, 
appealed to Arab states Monday for urgent political 
Intervention to stop what he charged was a new’ 
Syrian invasion of Lebanon.* 


In Damascus. Syrian Pres¬ 
ident Hafe;i Assad warned 
Syria's leftist and Palestinian 
critics in Lebanon against op¬ 
posing “our policy to achieve 
peace.” 

He.told a youth rally Syria’s 
aim Ws to enforce a perma¬ 
nent truce, adding the “goails 
of those who insist on fighting 
are not worth sacrificing a 
chicken for.” 

Jumbtatt. who with other 
Lebanese leftist leaders 
agreed earlier to extend a 
tenuous truce due to have ex¬ 
pired Monday, charged that 
more Syrian troops were 
crossing the border, raising 
the danger of Israeli retalia¬ 
tion. 

He appealed to the 22- 
member Arab League for “in¬ 
tervention to stop this illegal 
Syrian incursion.” 

While Syrian armored col- 
urhns advanced through the 
eastern Bekaa Valley, righl- 
wnng ileaders reported that 
President Saleiman Franiieh 
wxaild sign within the week a 
constitutional amendment 
I>ermltting elections for his 
successor — the key leftist 
demand for peace. 

Jumblatt later held sepa¬ 
rate meetings with SoAiet Am¬ 
bassador Vladimir Soldatov 
and Palestine Liberation Or¬ 
ganization chief Yasser Ara¬ 
fat to discuss the Syrian ad¬ 
vance. political sources said. 

In a statement after the 
meetings. Jumblatt said “the 
aim of the .Syrian army’s In- 
cursiim is to hit the national¬ 
ist movement and contain the 
Palestinian resistance.” 

Assad charged factions op- 
I'osing Syria's intervention in 
T..ebanon “are not revolu- 
tionerlcs hut merchants of 
revolutions. 

“They are not politicians, 
hut merchants of politics.” he 
said. “They are not Moslem.s. 
because Islam is not 
hatred . . . and they are not 
(TSiristians l>ecau»e Chris¬ 
tianity is sacrifice and love.” 

Mortar, rocket and artillery 
duels left at least 35 persons 
dead and 55 wounded before 
battles died down at mid- 
momireg. 

The death rate since the 
truce was called April 2 
averaged 50 per day. Total 
casualties in the vear-long 
Moslem-Christian civil war 
topped 16.400 dead and more 
than 32,300 wounded. 


‘But Canada 
has gone ’ 


BEIRUT (AP) — An anonymous Canadian 
woman, feeling abandoned by her counti-y in the 
inferno of the Lebanese civil war, has submitted 
her case in an unsigned letter to the Beirut English- 
language weekly magazine Monday Morning. 

“Today, they closed my embassy,” she wrote. 
"My country is gone. My husband is g«ie I have 
two children here with me. I am left with just 
Lebanon.” 

Her letter, in verse form, appeared t<^ether 
with an announcement from the Canadian Elnbassy 
that it is temporai’Uy suspending its operations in 
Beirut. 

"Bombs fall all round. America has sent seven 
wai-shlps and 2,700 marines because they worry 
about their citizens here. But Canada has gone.” 

"For your courageous support in my time of 
need I thank you, Canada, and I promise to pin a 
medal on you at your very next diplomatic cocktail 
party. 

"If I’m alive.”

Columbia deal lost $1 billion 


The Columbia River power 
project has so far cost B.C. 
close to $1 bUlion more than 
the province has received 
from the United States for 
downtream benefits. 

That figure was di.sclosed 
Monday in written answers to 
written questions tabled in the 
B.C. Legislature. 


Total cost of the project to 
date is $1,468 billion while 
total revenues, including in¬ 
terest from the U.S., amount 
to $479,107,523, leaving a dif¬ 
ference of $989,318,000. 

Storage projects have cost 
$584.3 milll^ to date, genera¬ 
tion and transformers $449.2 
mllU(»). And it will cost ^34^ 


million to finish the job. 

ITie questions were asked 
by David Stupich (NDP— 
Nanaimo). The answers were 
ftxMn Transport and Energy 
Minister Jack Davit. 

Generation and transmis¬ 
sion costs were not included 
in the terms of the original 
Oolumbta River Treaty.

No tenders, no raise—McGeer 


VANCOUVER (CP) 
ICBC has dropped plans to 
call tenders for {owing and in¬ 
stead will offer the industry a 
one-year contract at the cur¬ 
rent rate, according to Educa¬ 
tion Minister Pat Mc(.leer. 
IC3BC president. 

“We have deeded to make 
this offer because a signifi¬ 
cant number of towing com¬ 
panies throughout the prov¬ 


ince havt> approached the cor^ 
poration and offered their ser¬ 
vice'at the current rate,” 
McGeer said in a prepared 
statement Monday. 

The corporation’s agreement 
with the towing industry ex¬ 
pired March 31 after the ICBC 
board rejected the industry’s 
request for a 12-per-cent in¬ 
crease over 1975 rates. 

Ron B^dwin, manager of 


the Automotive Retailers As¬ 
sociation, which represents in¬ 
dependent towing companies, 
said Monday the decisi<m on 
whether to accept the pro¬ 
posed contract would be left 
up to individual con^anies. 

Baldwin said he believed 
many companies had suc¬ 
cumbed to “a fear campaign” 
over the loss of their opera¬ 
tions. 


*The insurance corpora¬ 
tion ... is in a position of 
forcing the situation and 
there’s not much the towing 
companies can do about it,” 
he said.' 

McGeer said the contract 
would be sent to all towing 
companies immediately and

The Vancouver Island 
zones. listed as “north of the 
Malahat” and "the Victoria 
area’’ include most of the 
Gulf Islands and scenic spots. 

Issuing the list Mo^ay. 
Human Resources Minister 


William Vender Zalm said the 
social assistance ban would 
apply only to new applicants 
ifioving into remote afeas 
where employment opportuni¬ 
ties were extremely limited. 

North of the Malahat, Black 
Creek, f^mbes, Cowdehan 
I.ake. Cohes Island. Denman 
Island. Gabriola Island. Hon¬ 
eymoon Bay, Homby Island. 
Kuper Island. Lasqueti Lv 
land. Long Beach. Mesachie 


Lake. Quadi'a Island. Sara¬ 
toga Beach. Strathcona, 
Thetis Island and Voubou are 
on the banned list. 

In Greater Victoria, all 
the Gulf Islands, including 
Salt Spring. Saturna. Galiano, 
Mayne and Pender Islands 
are <xi the list, pkis Jordan 
River and Port Renfrew.

Even if he couldn’t see 
through all those floors, 
Hughes a(^rently could see 
the way the meat was cut. He 
was very particular, accord¬ 
ing to Regimbal. Each piece 
had to be exactly an inch 
square and a quarter-inch 
thick. 

The chef also had to take all 
the seeds out of the tomatoes 
the billionaire occasionally 
ate. 

HE SAYS HrGH»;S would 
eat filet mignon for two or 
three evenings and maybe a 
vegetable plate or so, but then 
would return to beef Strogan¬ 
off for another stint of several 
weeks. 

Hughes was also particular 
about other things, he says. 

“I was told I would have 
seen him down by the pool if 
Fd come in at 5 one morning 
instead of 6. He was down 
there to look at the carpeting 
they had put down. He didn’t 
like it. And they had to tear it 
up. 

“IT WAS rtOfl.oM worth of 
carpet, and they cut it up be¬ 
cause he didn’t like It. Every¬ 
body got a piece of it. I got a 
piece myself,’’ Regimbal re¬ 
calls. 

In case anyone it w*ondering 
what Hughes had to do with 
the po(ri carpeting, it’s just 
that he owned the Desert inn 
—• along with several other 
Las Vegas hotels. 

“And that’s a ftmny story, 
loo.” Regimbal says with a 
twinkle in his eye. “Mr. 
Hughes was staying on the 
Ihth and 11th floors, and the 
hotel told him he'd have to 
give up one floor. 

“Howard Hughes said no. 
He bought the hotel and oc¬ 
cupied the ninth floor as 
well.’’

Appeal defeats Cable Co-op, 
Supreme Court next step

The court fight over the 
main cable-television licence 
in Greater Victoria will prob¬ 
ably become a twtvoul^f- 
three affair after (he Federal 
Court of Canada appeals divi¬ 
sion ruled against the Capital 
Cable Coop citizens* group 
Monday in Ottawa. 

A three-judge panel upheld 
an appeal by the Canadian 
Radio-Television Commission 
and Victoria Cablevision Ltd. 
against the co-op’s surprise 
court vlctoty Feb. 3 in Van¬ 
couver. 

OoKip spokesman Herschel 
Hardin said immediately that 
his group would try to appeal 
its defeat. He said papers 
would be filed immediacy 
seeking leave to appeal 
only court Jefl which 
hear the case, the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

That meant there would be 
no change in Greater Victoria 
rable-TV viewing for at least 
the rest 0# this year, with the 
long-delayed CRTC hearing 
fxi the Victoria licence moat 
likely to be held this fail. 


The court liattle is over the 
co-op's contention that its bid 
for the licence should be 
heard at the same time the 
CRTC judges Victoria Cable- 
vision’s request for renewal at 
it* present licence. 

CRTC \y>nry has been to 
hear renewals only and then 
allow other pixispective bid¬ 
ders and opponents to protest 
later in the same hearing. 
That would have hap|)ened irw 
a hearing set for Feb. 5 and 6 
at the Empress until the 
court upset earlier that week. 

Victoria lawyer David Lis- 
son. appearing for the co-op 
before a Federal Court trial 
judge in Vancouver, said the 
CRTC policy denied “natural 
justice” and Mr. Justice Jean- 
Eudes Dube agreed with him. 

His ruling came one day 
after the CRTC began a Van¬ 
couver hearing, and caused 
the commission to call every¬ 
thing off. But after CRTC law¬ 
yers studied the ruling, the 
commission went ahead with 
all scheduled hearings except 
the Victoria cable-TV licence 
issue. 

The CRTC! lawyers ap¬ 


parently had not prepared for 
the Vancouver court case, but 
things were different Monday. 
They had (he support Vic¬ 
toria Cablevision lawyers and 
presented detailed written ar- 
gummts. 

The three appeal judges 
said they didn't need to hear 
from the commission and 
cable firms which had 
launched the appeal, but onlj^ 
wanted to hear Lisson on his 
“natural justice" point. 

After less than three hours, 
the judges upheld the appeal 
and rejected Lisson’s conten¬ 
tion that application and in¬ 
tervention (prcHest) proce¬ 
dures should not be different. 

Paperwork in asking the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada to 
hear the coop’s appeal could 
take two or three months. If 
the high court agrees to hear 
it. wMch is not automatic 
since the pppeai ruling was 
unanimous, three to sbe more 
monttis could before the 
tight ends. 

In the meantime. Victoria 
Cahtevision’s licence con¬ 
tinues past its March 31 ex¬ 
piry date on monthly CRTC 
renewals. 


Hardin said the coop’s 
board would meet this week 
In its offices at 1110 Yates to 
consider future actiem. He 
conceded money was needed 
for another appeal. 

“It's a matter of principle, 
of natural justice, of the right 
of any part>' to apply for a li¬ 
cence to use public propetiy 
and of the right of the com¬ 
munity of Victoria to apply 
for its own cable hcence,” he 
said. 

As far as viewers arc con¬ 
cerned. the main del^— 
caused by the court fight has 
been in the way that at least 
one U.S. station (Seattle's 
Channel 7) is moved to a mid¬ 
band area between Channels 6 
and 7 as two new Vancouver 
stations go on the air. 

Once the move is made. 
vie\wrs will have to pay $75 
to $100 for converters if they 
want to see the popular U.S. 
statvm. But temporary places 
on the present cable spertmm 
are expected to be made for 
the new stations, one CRT 
French-language and the 
other privately-owned, until 
the licence issue is settled. 


Welcome as neighbor, not developer 


Former resources minister 
Robert Williams is welcome 
as a neighbor but not as a de¬ 
veloper. accoi^lng to a 
spe^mman for a group of 
P1 a s k e 11 Place property 
owners. 

And Esquimau's planning, 
xoning and hou.sing committee 
feels the same way. 

The committee \oted Mon¬ 
day 2-1 against a recommen¬ 
dation from municipal engi¬ 
neer M. H. Campbell that Wil¬ 


liams’ application for a pan¬ 
handle subdivision at 322-324 
Plaskett Place be approved. 

Willlama’ proposal for a du¬ 
plex on one of the two lota ia 
in keeping with zoning of the 
neighborhood, but subdlvMkm 
permits on panhandle lots re¬ 
quire separate council afv 
proval.

Halbert replied that no one 
had ever thought of the possi- 
Ixlity that duplexes would ac¬ 
tually have b^ put on any 
the properties.
